The Sean ice which is owned 
chief ad Rothermere, who also 
has the ca conteciling interests in the Daily 
Mail, charges £1,000 a p though its 
Pages art less than half “the size of the 
ordinary daily papers.

: ADVERTISING EXPERTS MEET. 


These «facts were,’ disclosed “in . the 
course of the sittings of tho Advertising 
Convention held in London a’ few days 
ago. The convention’ was attended by | 
delegates from all parts of the,world, but} 
nearly, balf of the total of 4,000 came 
from’ the United States and Canada. 
After the opening session. the Convention 
divided into 15 sections, ‘and during the | 
four days that, the proceedings ‘lasted over 
300 papers, were read by delegates. 

The fact that: newspapers constitute the 
cheapest. and most effective advortising. 
medium was sopbasiaed by many dele- 
gates. | *Mr. William H. Rankin, one of 
tho” foremost experts in Ameritd, dealt 
with this subject in the course of his ad- 
dress. He said that the newspaper went 
into the home on the invitation of the 
occupier, and waa paid to go in. That 
was one important respect in ‘which 
newspaper: advertising differed from 
posta! advertising. Moreover, newspaper, 
advertising was cheaper than -other 
mediums. 

A national advertising campaiga, cover- 
ing the hundred’ largest cities in .the 
United States, could be carried out at 
a cost’ of £20,000"to £100,000. : The Ame- 
rican ‘advertiser who. desired to carry out 
& national campaign could: boy -a full 
page of a newspaper delivered into one 
home for less than half o cent. That was 
the cost of ‘‘ tho ‘white space.” It took 
brains to Gill the space, and that’ was 
where the advertising man, the. adver- 
tisement writer and illustrator came in. 

HIGHLY PAID WRITERS.” 

" ‘The business derived from an advertise- 

ment was in proportion to the ability 


‘of the man who wrote and illustrated the 


copy." One man could, make the space 
purchased at tess than half & cent worth 
five cents to the advertiser; another man 
might make it worth a dollar. That was 
why. advertisement writers in America 
were being paid salaries" of £2,000 to|. 
£20,000 a year. 
£20,000 a. good man’ was underpaid. -

Mr, Nihill pointed out that according 
to the man’s own story, the only one 


available as regards the commencement of 
the disturbance, be remonatrated with a 
man who was committing o nuisance and 
a struggle ensued.

The detective chased them, and drawing’ 
his revolver, fired, hitting Lai Kwan in 
the back.
